red -faced citizen, the latter was ham­ 
mering a horse over the head with the 
heavy end . 
The horse’s crime was ina­ 
bility to hau l an u nu su ally heavy load 
u p a slip p ery hill. 
There is a hickory 
clu b there two inches thick, five feet 
long, and as heavy as iron. 
A man in­

weap on, becau se it cou ld not hau l an 
overload ed wagon u p (’ommercial street 
hilL

there, and this had also been u sed in 
beating a liorse.

“Yes,” he continu ed , “the wagon d ri­ 
vers d rink beer so frequ ently and so 
continu ou sly that they are almost con­ 
stantly in a d rowsy cond ition.

get into the habit at the brewery. 
Every brewery has what is called a 
tap -room, which is nothing more nor 
less than a free bar. 
Beer is always

p lease. 
Whenever a breweryman goes 
to the tap -room for beer he never 
d rinks fewer than two glasses. 
These 
are tu rned off in the twinkling of an 
eye. The men d rink so mu ch that they 
lose their natu ral inclination to eat like 
other p eop le. 
They seld om eat a 
hearty meal, a bite now and again be­ 
tween d rinks being su fficient to ap p ease 
the ap p etite. 
There are few brewery- 
men who d rink less than 100 glasses of 
beer a d ay, and I know of some who 
never go to bed withou t takiu g in that

Lying u p on soft mead ow grass, or 
sleep ing u p on a camp -bed of fragrant 
sp ru ce, bu gs of d ifferent d enomina­ 
tions seem p ossessed with a d esire to 
insp ect ou r au ricles. 
Once insid e, 
their frantic efforts to escap e cau se 
su ch agony that p eop le have gone tem­ 
p orarily crazy with it 
This m aybe 
instantly stop p ed by p ou ring the ear 
fu ll of sweet oil, which su ffocates the 
insect, and he is easily removed later 
by a syringe and warm water. 
Avoid 
intru d ing p ins, etc., into the ears. 
Mu ch harm may thu s bo d one to their 
d elicate mechanism, and little to the 
cau se of all the trou ble. 
If oil is not 
read ily accessible u se water, which is 
almost as good . 
Earache in any form may be qu ickly 
relieved by filling the organ with chloro­ 
form vap or from an u ncorked bottle, 
vap or only, not the 
liqu id ; 
and 
mamma’s bag shou ld always contain a 
small vial of it, as it is u sefu l in many 
ways.

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Preservation of’ Meats and Fru its. 
Tho p reservation of meats and fru its 
for u se ou t of season and at remote 
p oints has assu med within the last few 
years great p rop ortions. 
All sorts of 
p lans and 
method s are emp loyed . 
Many p rocesses are so extremely sim­ 
p le that they can hard ly be cheap ened , 
while others consu me so mu ch time 
and labor that the u se of chemicals is 
resorted *o, and lienee these come into 
wid e d istribu tion as food s. 
One of the 
most common of chemicals emp loyed is 
salicylic acid . The p hysiological effects 
of this comp ou nd have been carefu lly 
observed , and so p ronou nced is its p er­ 
niciou s action on good health that its 
u se has been p rohibited in France since 
1881, 
Prof. E. H. Bartley of the Long 
Island College Hosp ital has given this 
su bject a thorou gh going over, and 
states his conclu sions in a recent nu m­ 
ber of the Ameri a n Ana lyst. 
It is a 
m atter of clinical observation that sal­ 
icylic acid when taken into the stomach 
imp airs the d igestive p owers, and , as it 
is eliminated u nchanged by the kid ­ 
neys, irritates and inflames those or­ 
gans. 
In fru its generally it is tru e 
that small amou nts of the acid are 
u sed , bu t “the qu antity of salicylic acid 
u su ally emp loyed in wines is from six 
to eight grains p er gallon, and in beer 
from twelve to fifteen grains p er gallon, 
or, in the case of beer, from one to one 
and one-half grains p er glass. 
As 
many men d rink habitu ally twenty-five 
glasses d u ring the d ay, they take from 
twenty-five to thirty-five grains of the 
acid p er d ay.” 
Mr. Bartley calls at­ 
tention to the fact that nu rsing mothers 
frequ ently take ale, or beer, or p orter, 
and at the same time are trou bled with 
temp orary kid ney d isease. 
Mr. Bart­ 
ley conclu d es this interesting p ap er* as 
follow’s; *1 shou ld state that another 
seriou s objection to the u se of salicylic 
acid is the fact that many samp les 
fou nd in the market contain more or 
less carbolic acid . It is now almost en­ 
tirely manu factu red from this very p oi­ 
sonou s su bstance, and u nless great 
care is exercised , an ap p reciable amou nt 
of it is left in the finished p rod u ct. 
Ind eed , some writers think that some 
of the fatal accid ents from the u se of 
salicylic acid have been d u e to the 
p resence in it of carbolic acid . 
If tho 
u se of this acid is to be cou nterbal­ 
anced , imp u re articles will be u sed , 
and greater d amage may be d one than 
cou ld come irom tho p u r© article. , 
From a carefu l consid eration of the 
w hole su bject I am comp elled to re­ 
gard the u se of salicylic acid in food s 
and d rinks, and esp ecially in lager 
beer, as at least op en to seriou s ob­ 
jections.

monthly Welsh magazine that can 
boast of a circu lation of H7 ,7 t 0, and 
altogether the magazines p u blished in 
the vernacu lar in Wales score a total 
of 15 0,000 cop ies. 
A lead ing firm of 
p u blishers in the p rincip ality are said 
to have laid ou t a su m of x. 18,000 in 
the p rod u ction of a single Welsh work, 
with fair p ecu niary resu lts, and a 
nelsh-English 
d ictionary 
now 
in 
cou rse of p rod u ction has taken a 
‘-gu inea qu arto volu me of 4 00 p ages 
to reach the end of the first letter of 
the alp habet. 
That says even a larger 
volu me for the cop iou sness of the 
Welsh langu age, bu t it is not exactly 
encou raging for any enterp rising Eng­ 
lishman who may find his own litera­ 
tu re insu fficient, and may, therefore, 
contemp late an incu rsion into that of 
Wales. —Lo nd o n Da ily News.

Society In Ind ia. 
Society in Mu rree is like Ind ian so­ 
ciety in general in all save the three 
p rincip al cities. 
The military element 
very largely p red ominates anil in cu s­ 
tom mu ch of the etiqu ette of the first 
Anglo-Ind ian commu nities is still re­ 
tained . 
English p eop le in Ind ia have 
not yet introd u ced weekly at-home 
d ays; bu t here, as in the p lains, the 
strictly fashionable calling time is be­ 
tween twelve and two every d ay excep t 
Su nd ay—a relic, it is said , of the p ast, 
when ou r grand mothers au d grand ­ 
fathers consid ered fou r o’clock the state 
d inner hou r. 
At twelve p u nctu ally, 
therefore, each d ay the firing of the 
gu n which sets the tru e time for the 
station remind s p eop le that they mu st 
be either starting to p ay calls or p re­ 
p aring to receive them. 
Du ly at that 
time lad ies sally forth on their formal 
d u ties, regard less of the p ower of a 
fu ll trop ical su n and the p robable 
chances, even in the hills, of an attack 
of su nstroke. 
Those who are of home­ 
ly d isp ositions will ask their friend s to 
come and see them in the afternoon; 
bu t that has its d rawbacks, as tennis 
p arties and other gayetics cau se almost 
the whole station to be “not at home” 
after half-p ast fou r or five o’clock. 
The calling hou rs are, however, not tho 
only alteration in homo cu stoms which 
a new comer has to observe, if she 
wou ld escap e social ostracism, for En­ 
glish etiip iette is, in some resp ects, en­ 
tirely reversed . 
The last arrival, for 
instance, has to call u p on all the other 
visitors in the station, u nless she hap ­ 
p ens to be a brid e, and in that case, 
she calls nowhere u ntil others have 
honored her.

THE TRUST IN TANGLEFOOT 


Fr^caedfngs of the C.of T.U» —Gompcrs Re* 
Elected—The Irish Question Bobs Up. 


B a l t i m o r e , 
Dec. 
17 . — Consideration of 
the constitution was the order o f tha day 
Friday in the federation of labo r conven­ 
tion. 
It was proposed to alter the instru­ 
ment so as to permit the general o fficers to 
assess each member 5 cants a week to help 
strikers and allowing the general officers to 
pend any union refusing to pay up. 
This 
was opposed as a measure of centralization, 
and the proposition was finally remanded to 
the unions to v ote on, a two-thirds vote be­ 
ing necessary to its adoption first, and then 
the nex t conv ention to consider it again. 
The principle of boy cotting was endorsed in 
another amendment, and an attempt to in­ 
crease the president’s salary to $1,5 00 per 
y ear was defeated. 
A committee recommendation that the 
constitutional requirement of a majority of 
all the unions to change the constitution be re­ 
pealed was v otad on, resulting: ay es, 36 ;noes, 
19. 
Gompers declared it lost, as it required 
a two-thirds v ote to change the constitution, 
but those in fav or of a change said the v ote 
was not on a change but on the report of a 
committee and appealed from the decision, 
and the appeal was sustained. Gompers then 
left the chair, declaring that he would hav e 
nothing to do with such business, and the 
report was adopted. The treasury committes 
reported that many unions hav e not paid 
their assessments. 
A motion to send twa 
delegates to the trades union congress in 
London was defeated, and it was recom­ 
mended that any union desiring to send dele­ 
gates do so. 
A long report was adopted by a rising v ote 
declaring that the K of L fails because it 
does not let each trade run its own business 
and that its strikes fail because after local 
funis are ex hausted the men are ordered back 
to work by men not posted in the wants of the 
strikers. 
Also that secret organizations are 
no good, and that the knights are fighting 
all the trades unions and should be met on 
their part with unrelenting opposition. 
President Gompers introduced a resolu tion 
ex pressing satisfaction at the efforts being 
made to establish a treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain, looking to 
the settlement by arbitration of all questions 
difficult of solution through the ordinary 
diplomatic channels, and thanking William 
R, Creamer, M. P., for his ex position of the 
object of his v isit to this country . 
Mr. J o­ 
seph Wilkinson tacked on the following 
amendment: 
“And we also extend o ur sympathies to the 
peo ple o f Ireland in their struggle fo r self-go v­ 
ernment, and co ndemn the present po licy o f the 
British go vernment in the co ercio n o f the Irish 
peo ple.” 
The reso lutio n was referred and then the 
fo llo wing o fficers *vo ro elected: President, 
Samuel Go mpers, New Y « rk; first vice presi­ 
dent, Daniel McLaughlin, Braidwo o d, Ills.; 
seco nd vice president, "William Martin, Pitts­ 
burg, P a .; secretary, P. 
J . McGuire, Phila­ 
delphia; 
treasurer," Gabriel 
E imo nsto n, 
W ashingto n. 
Jo hn McBride, o f Ohio , per­ 
sistently refused to perm it the use o f his 
name in co nnectio n with tho presidency, and 
Go mpers was the o nly candidate. 
St. Lo uis was cho sen as the place fo r ho ld­ 
ing the next annual co nventio n, and the co n­ 
ventio n adjo u rned fo r the day.

of small quantities and sent out to per­ 
sons stationed at all the frontier towns 
and cities in the States.

Adopted the American republican sys­ 
tem, and by so doing have justly 
claimed special rig ht to our sympathy 
and protection. 
Tho 
first case on 
reoord, however, in which a prosperous, 
peaceful, loyal, and contented commu­ 
nity lias freely, and without the pros­ 
pect of special commercial g ain, voted 
away its natural alleg iance and adopted 
a totally different rule, is that of the 
Danish West Indians voting themselves 
American citizens by joyous acclama­ 
tion. 
The record of another national 
conquest, so proud and peaceful, does 
not exist in all history, and it is incom­ 
prehensible that no response should 
« ver have been made to it by the nation 
to whom this matchless tribute of con­ 
fidence and admiration was so g ra­ 
tuitously paid. 
Denmark was now irrevocably com­ 
mitted to the transaction, and" could 
show no reason for withholding the 
last acts of consummation. 
When the news of the vote reached 
Copenhag en the Rig sdag ratified tho 
treaty without debatí» , and the king , on 
January 31, 1868, as promptly sig ned 
it.

of phosphorus-seen

S leep in g Ap artmen ts. 
Some g reat writer has rem arked' 
‘It must not be forg otten that we spend 
a considerable portion of our lives in 
the bed-chamber, and, therefore, its 
healthfulness cannot fail to have a very 
im portant bearing upon our physical 
well-being .” 
Everybody, indeed,’ whc 
is acturated by a due reg ard for health 
and real comfort, will consider an equal 
deg ree of attention necessary in g iving 
attention to the size, situation, tem pera­ 
ture, and cleanliness of the 
apart­ 
ment he occupies during the hours oi 
repose, as of the parlor, drawing -room, 
or any other apartm ent; and yet how 
very often do we find families crowded 
at nig ht into obscure and confined 
chambers, of dimensions scarcely more 
ample than those of an old-fashioned 
closet, while perhaps, in the majority 
of instances, the best rooms in the 
whole house are set apart for the sole 
purpose of ostentatious display. 
Now 
it is very im portant that th e’ larg est 
and moat elevated room, or rooms, upon* 
the second ffoor of the dwelling , be ap­ 
propriated for the purposes of sleep­ 
ing , and that tho same be properly 
ventilated during the day-time and dur­ 
ing all seasons of the year. 
There are few house’s tho rooms of 
which are so situated as to render g ood 
ventilation impossible, and the influence 
of this practice upon the health 
of in­ 
mates is too important to perm it being 
neg lected from any slig ht cause. 
A 
bed-clnimber should be divested of all 
unnecessary furniture, and unless oi 
considerable size, should never contain 
more than one bed. 
There cannot be 
a more pernioious custom that that pur­ 
sued by some, indeed by many families, 
of having their children sleep in small 
apartments, with two and sometimes 
with three beds crowded iuto the same 
room. 
It is scarcely necessary to ob­ 
serve that cleanliness, iu the most ex­ 
tensive sig nification of the term , is. if 
possible, even more necessary with 
reference to the bed-chamber than with 
almost any other apartm ent in the 
whole house. 
The practice of sleeping 
in a room which is occupied during the 
daytime is extremely unwise. 
Perfect 
cleanliness and sufficient free ventila­ 
tion cannot, under such circumstances* 
lie preserved, especially during cold 
w eather; hence tho atmosphere be­ 
comes constantly more vitiated, and 
altog ether unfit for respiration. 
W hile 
too g reat a deg ree of caution cannot be 
observed to avoid sleeping in damp 
rooms, beds, or clothing , the tem pera­ 
ture of the bed-cliambor, if possible* 
should never be increased, under the 
ordinary circumstances of health, by 
artificial means. 
As this apartm ent is 
to be reserved solely for sleep, a tire is 
never necessary, excepting , possibly, 
during extreme cold weather, and. even 
then, the tem perature oug ht not to ex­ 
ceed fifty deg rees. 
A sleeping apartm ent in which a 
heavy fire has been kept for several 
hours prior to retiring , may to some 
persons, at first thoug ht,’ offer g reat 
comfort. 
But, rig ht here, g reat dan­ 
g er is very liable to occur, since by 
heating the room to such an extent as 
has beenreforredto the system becomes 
g reatly enervated, creating an increased 
susceptibility to the influence of the 
cold air. and thus the way is opened to 
the attack of some of the most serious 
diseases, especially of the throat and 
lung s. 
Happy, indeed, should those 
persons esteem themselves whose means 
forbid an indulg ence in this form of 
luxury! 
A person accustomed to un­ 
dress iu a room without a fire, and to 
seek repose in a cold bed, will not 
ex­ 
p erien ce tho least inconvenience, even 
in the severest of winter weather. 
The 
natural heat of the body will very 
speedily render a person, nnder such 
circumstances, even more comfortable 
than he or sho will be who sleeps in a 
heated apartm ent, as experience has 
amply verified. 
But this is not all. 
The constitution of the one accustomed 
to sleeping in a room which is not arti­ 
ficially heated will be rendered more 
robust and strong , and far less suscepti­ 
ble to the influence of artificial vicissi­ 
tudes, than that person who is not so 
accustomed to sleep.—

THE GOVERNMENT AND SCIENCE. 


Untiring M orn oi l iicl« Su m Making New 
Dlacov erles. 
[Yo uth's Co mpa nio n.] 
Gov ernments tonds to become stead­ 
ily ipore costly , not only in this, bu t in 
other cou ntries. 
The av erage cost of 
the British Gov ernment is fu lly $50.- 
000,000 a y ear more than it was Ion 
y ears ago, ex clu siv e of war operations. 
The ex penditu res of the United States 
hav e increased qu ite as mu ch in tlie 
same time, althou gh . tho interest on 
the pu blic debt has been largely re­ 
du ced. 
Bu t the cou ntry , at least, gets mu ch 
more for its money than it did in for­ 
mer times. 
The Gov ernment, for ex ­ 
ample, has become the leading agent 
in gathering m aterial for the stu dy of 
science. 
Probably there are not many people 
who realize what an amou nt and v ariety 
of work is done in this direction by 
means of pu blic fu nds. 
Many of the 
departm ents in which this set v ice is 
perform ed hav e been long established, 
while others are of comparativ ely re­ 
cent fou ndation. 
The earth, the air, the sea, and the 
sky are stu died by most capable ex ­ 
perts. 
The Gov ernment su pports a 
Geological Su rv ey to 
ex amine the 
stru ctu re of the soil and the rocks. 
The su rface of the earth, the coast line, 
the tides, the coast cu rrents and the 
riv er ohannols are ascertained 
and 
mapped by the Coast and Geodetic 
Su rv ey . 
Then there is the weather serv ice of 
the W ar Departm ent, which not only 
is the most perfect serv ice of tho kind 
in the world, bu t is prov iding a mass 
of m aterial for the ex act stu dy of the 
science of meteorology which is u nex ­ 
ampled in its amou nt*in its v ariety and 
in its accu racy . 
Perhaps it wou ld not be tru e to say 
that the Nav al Observ atory at Wash­ 
ington does more for astronomy than 
any other observ atorv in the cou ntry , 
bu t its contribu tions to knowledge hav e 
been great and v alu able. 
Ami it pro­ 
v ides, for nav igators and astronomers, 
in the Nau tical Almanac, what no pri­ 
v ate institu tion wou ld be likely to pro­ 
v ide, so costly is the work. 
Another grou p of scientific depart­ 
ments is that which comprises the Fish 
Commission, the Entomological Com­ 
mission and tho Agricu ltu ral Dopart- 
men. By these, which were established 
chiefly to fu rnish practical information 
to farmers and fishermen, an immense 
nu m ber of most u sefu l scientific facts 
are gathered and du ly arranged. 
Nor shou ld we omit a mention of the 
Smithsonian Institu tion, for althou gh 
it was fou nded and e nd jc? ^ 7 7 f .-» v ato 
fu nds, all its operations are condu cted 
by persons who are appointed by au ­ 
thority of the United States Gov ern­ 
m ent 
Medicine, too, is u nder great obliga­ 
tions to the liberal policy of the Gov ­ 
ernment. 
Most im portant contribu ­ 
tions to su rgery hav e been made in the 
pu blication of tho su rgical records of 
the civ al war. 
Tho nav y , too, has 
giv en and still giv es great aid in the 
same direction; and the National Board 
of H ealth will in timo solv e many 
problem s relating to the introdu ction 
and spreading of epidemic diseases. 
Nor is the scientific activ ity of the 
Gov ernment confined to su ch material 
things as we hav o named. The greatest 
soiontifio work of this decade iH the 
magnificent report on tho censu s of 
18 80. 
There is hardly in ex istence su ch 
a body of u sefu l and accu rate informa­ 
tion in reference to any cou ntry of tho 
world as is to be fou nd in these portly 
v olu mes. 
Fu rtherm ore, the Gov ernment em­ 
ploy es a Commissioner of Labor Sta­ 
tistics, whose du ty it is to procu re and 
present facts concerning the condition 
of those who are employ ed to work for 
wages. 
His work 
su pplem ents that 
which is done in the sev eral States 
witli tho same object in v iew, and to­ 
gether they will fu rnish a noble mass of 
material for the social philosophers of 
the fu tu re to digest. 
There is bu t a partial list of tho v ari­ 
ou s forms in which the National Gov ­ 
ernm ent is aiding in the adv ancement 
o f science, thou gh it inclu des all the 
most im portant branches. 
There are those who think that su ch 
matters are wholly ou tside 
of the 
prov ince of Gov ernm ent 
They wou ld

and they wou ld only be lau ghed at if 
they were to say that the work of the 
su rv ey shou ld be confined strictly to 
mapping the coast, and shou ld let 
science alone. 
People in genera! will think that 
what has been done is well done, 
and 
that gov ernment might wisely ev en ex ­ 
tend its operations in tho field of 
science. 


doner, to which, howev er, he had some 
difficu lty in getting gu ests. He soon 
showed the London firm the game 
it 
shou ld play , and to their enlightenm ent 
ex pou nded all the resou rces at their 
command. 
A share of the contract 
was immediately giv en him, and before 
the y ear ex pired the same firm handed 
Callaghan .4*10,000 on his own word, 
after hav ing hesitated only nine months 
before to take his bond for a few hu n­ 
dred. 
There hav e been Irish merchants 
who realized greater fortu nes than Cal­ 
laghan, who was rated at considerably 
abov e a million sterliu g; bu t it was the 
splendid sty lo in which he transacted 
his affairs; his off-hand dealing, his 
liberality and contempt for peddling, 
and hi* complete 
mercantile accom­ 
plishments, that placed him at the head 
of the Irish commercial world.

Tho rapid ex tinction of the nativ e 
popu lation of the islands is one of the 
marv els 
of history . 
When 
Capt. 
Cook ex plorod the islands he made a 
carefu l estimate of the people and fix ed 
the nu mber at 400,000. 
A half centu ry 
raw them cu t down one half, while 
th!rfcy -sev en y ears ago, when the first 
accu rate censu s was taken, the nu m ber 
was fou nd redu ced to 8 1,453. 
Tho re­ 
du ction has been steady and rapid ev er 
since, the censu s of 18 7 8 showing 44,08 8 
nativ e 
Hawaiian» , and that of 18 8 4 
only 40,014 nativ es while tho pres­ 
ent estimate is 30,000. 
The half-castes 
who nu mbered only 7 50 in 1850, hav e 
increased to 4,218 . 
The Chinese, who 
were represented by only 300 coolies 
thirty -sev en y ears ago, now hav e 10,000 
of whom 050 are women. 
The lost 
censu s gav e 0,37 7 Portu gu ese, 2,000 
Americans, 1,28 2 British, 1,000 G er­ 
mans, 102 French and 1,8 50 other for­ 
eigners. 
The diseases of qiv ilization hav e 
swept clean of nativ e Hawaiian» whole 
districts that once boasted a dense pop­ 
u lation, while dru nkenness and other 
v ices hav o slain their tens of thou sands. 
No sy stematic effort has been made by 
the gov ernment to check the rav ages of 
disease or to stay the introdu ction of 
deadly v ices. 
Leprosy lias become 
more prev alent of late y ears, 
and 
althou gh there is a hospital at Hono­ 
lu lu and a lazaretto on the lonely 
island of Molokai, the disease increases 
rapidly . 
This is owing to the careless­ 
ness of the au thorities, who do not in­ 
sist u pon the transfer of lepers to 
Molokai. 
A rich man stricken with 
this awfu l malady is allowed to liv e 
at home and carry on his bu siness, 
while the prfor are consigned to tho 
liv ing death in the leper settlem ent. 1 
The missionaries did good work in re­ 
tarding the ex tinction of the nativ es, 
bu t of lato both dru nkenness and tho 
opiu m v ice hav o spread alarmingly , 
and the best observ ers declare that the 
close of this centu ry will see tho end of 
the once powerfu l Hawaiian race. 
The nativ es hav e tho v irtu e of hospi­ 
tality , good natu re, and honesty , bu t 
they are incorrigibly indolent and lmv o 
no more care for the morrow than the 
American Indian, 
Like the Indian, 
they are fond of gamos and ail ou tdoor 
sports. 
Giv en an abu ndant su pply of 
poi, a species of flou r made from the 
root of the taro plant, and the Hawaiian 
is content. 
He has a good v oico and is 
passionately fond of singing, and shows 
no small skill in play ing on mu sical in­ 
stru ments. 
One of the sights that 
most impresses the v isitor to the islands 
is the spectacle of the wretched lepers 
at Molokai, sitting u nder the banana 
trees in the brilliant moonlight and 
singing the nativ e songs witli their 
mou rnfu l refrain, while earth and sea 
and sky seem to u nite in proclaiming 
that here is the earthly paradise that 
the poets hav o v ainly sou ght; here on 
rock-bou nd Molokai, where the shadow 
of a more awfu l death than Dante ev er 
dreamed of lies on the heads of the 
doomed minstrels and makes a mock­ 
ery of this su rpassingly beau tifu l trop­ 
ical scene.
